escaped the plague. Mr. Jackson states that 
the coolies employed in the oil stores of 
Tonis smeared themeolves with oil, and were 
rarely affected with plague when it raged 
with the city. It is not. perhaps remarkable, 
therefore, that, among the many experiments 
that bave bees made with various disinfec- 
tants, potro'aam, and fisally [quid fae}, should - 
have beon tried.
